A pensioner has celebrated 
her 100th birthday - and 
revealed that the secret to a 
long life is a sip of sherry. 

Nancy Wilshire returned to 
her former retirement flats at 
Riverside Court in Weedon 
Bee on Sunday, October 16 to 
celebrate the day with friends 
and family. 

The Leamington Spa-born 
pensioner, who now lives at 
Brampton View care home in 
Chapel Brampton, opened a 
letter from the Queen, which 
to everyone’s humour was 
addressed to ‘Annie’, which is 
her nickname. 


Nancy, who spent most of 
her life working in a bakery 
and kept up her love for 
cooking up until she was 95 
when she baked a birthday 
cake for a resident of Riverside 
who turned 105, was then 
presented with a birthday 
cake made by her grand¬ 
daughter Trudy which 
featured a marzipan model of 
herself. 

During the celebrations, 
Nancy was asked what was 
the secret to a long life, to 
which she replied ‘cook’s 
nips’ which is a small bottle 
used for storing sherry which 
can be poured into cooking. 

Her reference to the bottle 
meant taking a sip of sherry 


from it when pouring it into a 
recipe. 

Born in 1916, Nancy has 
seen many changes. 

In 1939 she went on honey¬ 
moon with her new husband 
to Belgium, just as the Second 
World War was about to erupt. 

Fortunately, the pair made 
it back home safely and 
enjoyed 61 happy years 
together. They had four chil¬ 
dren - who all attended 
Nancy’s party with their chil¬ 
dren and their children’s chil¬ 
dren, making it four genera¬ 
tions in attendance. 

The youngest was Anna 
Elizabeth, who Nancy’s great- 
great granddaughter and only 
three-months-old.

Failings over 
dog which 
killed baby

Police failed to act on concerns 
raised about an illegal dog before 
it savaged a baby girl to death, a 
report has found. 

Six-month-old Molly-Mae 
Wotherspoon was fatally attacked 
by an American pitbull called 
Brusier at her house in Daventry 
in October 2014. 

She had been left alone with her 
alcoholic grandmother when the 
dog escaped from its cage and 
attacked her, biting through her 
skull. Her mother Claire Riley, 23, 
who had gone out for the night, 
and her grandmother Susan 
Aucott, 55, were both jailed for 
two years last month. 

The mother admitted owning a 
dangerously out of control dog 
and the grandmother admitted to 
being in charge of one. 

Last Thursday, a 40-page report 
into Molly-Mae’s death was 
released by the Northants 
Safeguarding Children Board. 

Its chairman Keith Makin said: 
“Nothing suggests that any single 
professional could or should have 
prevented her death.” But he 


added Northamptonshire Police 
failed to act in January 2014 when 
a complaint was made about the 
dog from a vet, who was unable to 
treat the animal until it was fully 
sedated as it was so fierce. 

“The dog was so fierce that a vet 
had earlier refused to examine it 
for an illness unless it was first 
fully sedated,” said the report. 

This information had been 
passed on to the RSPCA, which 
then forwarded the information 
to police, but the report stated: 
“The police failed to carry out any 
further inquiries into that dog, or 
into who lived in the same house¬ 
hold as the dog.” 

An officer now faces a miscon¬ 
duct hearing about the way he 
handled the case. In a statement 
following the report, Detective 
Superintendent Steve Lingley, 
head of safeguarding at the force, 
said: “Within weeks of the 
tragedy, we carried out a complete 
overhaul of our response to 
dangerous dogs. 

“Awareness around dangerous 
dogs is now part of the force’s 
overall safeguarding training and 
this has been an extremely 
positive thing to come out of such 
a tragic episode.”

Things that go bump in the night 


Lawrence John finds out 
about our fascination with 
ghosts, ghouls and monsters 



Halloween or All Saints’ Eve 
will be with us on October 
31. 

But there is more to 
Halloween than trick or 
treating as its traditions 
originate in Britain and 
Ireland from the Celtic 
Harvest festivals and may 
even have pagan roots. 

To find out more about 
why we like to be scared and 
some of the reasons why we 
like the thought of ghosts 
and monsters, I spoke to 
University of Northampton 
lecturer in history and 
heritage, Caroline Nielsen. 

She said: “You can always 
say Halloween has become 
Americanised as you 
can trace that type 
of tradition back 
to the late 19th 
century/early 
20th century. 

“It all began in 
Great Britain 
with what is 
called Divination 
Magic, this is the 
magic of fortune 
telling. 


“There are a lot of rituals 
where people want to find 
out when they are going to 
get married or when they are 
going to die.” 

Caroline explained today 
we are interested in listen¬ 
ing to or telling stories about 
ghosts or monsters. 

She said: “If we are telling 
scary stories or watching a 
horror film it can be a 
cathartic experience and a 
way of being scared in a safe 
way. 

“We are still in control and 
do not have to listen to the 
story or we can leave and 
stop watching the film. 

“In a horror movie the 
story usually 

surrounds the way 
in which good 
prevails and an 
individual faces 
up to their 
fears. 

“This would 
be true for [TV 
show] The 

Walking Dead 
which is scary and 
gory and is based on a long 


running graphic novel. The 
horror in this relates to the 
fact we will all become a 
corpse one day and the 
wider implications of there 
are things which happen in 
the world which are beyond 
our control. 

“In this case (The Walking 
Dead) it is the apocalypse.” 

One of the questions I 
asked Caroline is why do we 
feel the need to be scared? 

Giving her opinion, 


Caroline said: “It depends 
what we are scared of and if 
we are being scared in a safe 
space. 

“It is different being scared 
as a child than being scared 
as an adult. 

“With a lot of horror films 
we can turn them and it will 
stop. 

“But if something is 
happening to us and we 
cannot stop it then it 
becomes fear.” 


Ghosts and ghouls have 
played an important part in 
people’s lives throughout 
the centuries. 

They can take on different 
meanings and importance 
in a variety of countries. 

In Mexico The Day of the 
Dead is celebrated.

The stepmother of 
Diana Princess of 
Wales, Raine Spencer, 
has died at the age of 
87 after a short illness, 
her family has 
announced. 

Countess Spencer 
died last Friday morning 
at her London home, 
her son William Legge, 
the Earl of Dartmouth 
and a UKIP MEP, 
confirmed. 

Her marriage to 
Diana’s father Earl 
Spencer from 1976 to 
1992 was the second of 
three in her life. 

She was the daughter 
of romance novelist 
Dame Barbara Cartland. 


In her early life, she 
served as a 
Westminster city 
councillor from 1954 to 
1965. 

Her first marriage was 
to the Earl of Dartmouth 
and lasted from 1948 to 
1976. 

Following the death of 
Earl Spencer, her 
second husband, she 
married Count Jean- 
Francois de Chambrun 
in 1993, but the 
marriage only lasted 
three years. 

When she married Earl 
Spencer she moved into 
the ancestral home at 
Althorp in Northamtpon- 
shire, and became step¬ 


mother to 15-year-old 
Diana and 12-year-old 
Charles. 

But she was not popu¬ 
lar with Diana and her 
three siblings who 
reportedly referred to 
her as ‘Acid Raine’. 

Many years later, 
Charles - now the ninth 
Earl Spencer and still 
living at Althorp - 
reportedly described her 
taste in decor at the 
home as having ‘the 
wedding cake vulgarity 
of a five-star hotel in 
Monaco’. However, it is 
believed Raine and 
Diana became friends in 
the years before Diana’s 
death.

County is to

Northamptonshire’s ‘biggest 
ever’ tourism campaign will be 
launched next month - and will 
feature a ‘highly visual stunt’, 
‘eye catching escalator panels’ 
and other ‘unusual executions’. 

The campaign, which will 
promote the best of the county - 
which is being described as 
‘Britain’s best kept secret’ - will 
aim to increase tourism revenue 
by 50 per cent in the next five 
years. 

Details of the campaign - 
which will be ‘soft’ launched in 
the county in January - are being 
kept under wraps, but it will be 
unveiled at the World Travel 
Market in London next month. 

After the trial in the next year, 
there will be a national launch in 
late March, which will be fronted 
by famous Northants residents, 
and will feature ‘a highly visual 
stunt in Northampton’, and ‘eye 
catching escalator panels at 
Euston and St Pancras stations’. 

‘Unusual executions’ will also 
appear at major entry points 
where people travel through or 
to the county - at railway 
stations, on the Ml, at 
Silverstone, Franklin’s Gardens 
and ‘many other places’. 

There will also be a new 
website which will feature the 
county’s attractions, entertain¬ 
ment venues, restaurant and 
hotel provision as well as a 


central hub where county-wide 
events can be easily accessed. 

Supporting all this will be an 
active and interactive social 
media campaign, plus promo¬ 
tions and competitions. 

The campaign, devised by 
James Lowther, the former 
creative director of Saatchi & 
Saatchi, and the chairman of 
M&C Saatchi, is being produced 
by a group of Northamptonshire 
partners. 

The partners include North¬ 
amptonshire County Council, 
the Lord Lieutenant of 
Northants, the University of 
Northampton, Northampton¬ 
shire Arts Management Trust 
(which manages Royal & 
Derngate), the Northants Food & 
Drink sector as well as the own¬ 
ers of all the county’s historic 
houses, gardens and churches. 

Lord Lieutenant David Laing 
said: “Northamptonshire has 
hid its light under a bushel for 
too long. This is a unique oppor¬ 
tunity not just to surprise the 
rest of the country and interna¬ 
tional visitors with the sheer 
depth of our visitor offer, but to 
bring much needed extra money 
and employment to the area. 

“At the moment, the county 
receives 19.9 million tourism 
visits, which generate £1.075 
billion within the local econo¬ 
my. This is already impressive 
but Gloucestershire, for exam¬ 
ple, generates £1.5 billion. This 
campaign is aiming for a target 
of this nature.”

One couple told me 
they have 19 people 
wanting to buy their 
house, all developers 

An Article 4 Direction 
is a mechanism that 
monitors the quantity 
and quality of houses in 
multiple occupation. 

It ensures there are no 
more than 15 per 
cent of HIMOs 
in a 50 metre 
radius. 

I personal¬ 
ly think it 
should be no 
more than _ 

10 per cent in 1 
a 100 metre 
radius. 

Far Cotton and 
Delapre are not in 
an Article 4 Direction 
area so there is no limit 
to the amount of houses 
in multiple occupation 
that can pop up next 
door to you. 

Far Cotton especially 
is attractive to develop¬ 
ers as there are hun¬ 
dreds of terraced houses 
near to the site of the 
university and as first 
time buyer houses they 
are more affordable to 


developers. Each HIMO 
is the loss of a family 
home. 

When the university 
moved to Kingsthorpe 
the area was not ready 
for what happened: 
HIMOs, rubbish, flytip¬ 
ping, huge parking and 
traffic issues to name a 
few of the issues. We 
want to be ahead of the 
curve in this area. 

Far Cotton already has 
a major parking 
problem as well as litter 
and flytipping, and 
street drinking issues. 

I have been asking for 
this ward to become an 
Article 4 Direction area 
for the past year. 

It looks like it 
will happen 
but we need 
your help. 

If you live 
in the area 
m and have 
j HIMOs near 
to you please 
email me the 
address of the 
HIMO to

An 87-year-old Italian-born 
woman has been reunited 
with her long-lost sister 40 
years after losing contact - 
and she now lives in Brazil.

After letting all the details 
sink in, Melanina was eager 
to get on the phone to her 
long-long sister, despite 
having poor hearing and 
limited English - as she has 
mainly spoken Italian as her 
late husband - who she met in 


England - was also from the 
country. 

When she made the call her 
sister’s niece answered but 
she is Brazilian and couldn’t 
understand who was calling, 
meaning Melanina has still 
not spoken to Anna.

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One lung but still 
jumping for joy

A trampolinist with only one 
lung is encouraging people 
not to let illness stop them 
doing what they love. 

Katy Baker, 19, from 
Northampton, has scimitar 
syndrome, a rare heart condi¬ 
tion that affects lung develop¬ 
ment and which can cause 
her to become easily fatigued 
and breathless. 

The 19-year-old has 
produced a film with Fixers - 
the charity which gives young 
people a voice - showing that 
having an illness doesn’t have 
to hold people back from 
doing the things they love. 

Katy said: “Every year at 
secondary school, I dreaded 
when the cross-country came 
around. 

“I found it extremely diffi¬ 
cult and always came in the 
last ten places. I didn’t do it 
because I had to, but because 
I wanted to show that I could. 

“Hopefully my film, which I 
want shown in local gymna¬ 
siums, can inspire others to 
believe in themselves and 
never think they can’t do 
something.” 

Katy is currently studying 
Childhood and Youth at the 
University of Northampton, 
where she is also a member of 
the trampoline team. 

She says the sport gives her 
the motivation to push her¬ 
self and overcome personal 
obstacles.

Northampton Town 
Football Club’s supporters’ 
trust is set to consult 
Cobblers fans on whether 
they would like to see safe 
standing introduced at 
Sixfields stadium. 

The Trust will be setting 
up an online survey in the 
coming weeks to gather the 
views of fans as to whether 
they would like to be given 
the choice of standing while 
they watch their side.

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Plus mark for new Ford Ka

FORD’S all new Ka+ is set to take to the road as 
a bargain priced replacement of the Ka which 
first appeared 20 years ago and proved a popular 
model in the small car sector. 

But any resemblance to the original is marginal 
as the new supermini has five doors and is almost 
as big as a Ford Fiesta with which much of its 
underpinning and other components are shared. 
It joins Ford’s small-car line-up alongside 
the best-selling Fiesta, and the Ka+ provides 
an new alternative for buyers who want a 
spacious, well-equipped and high-quality small 
car at a price starting from £8,995. 

Ford says that demand for affordable small 
cars is increasing in Europe, with price, fuel 


efficiency and comfort among the leading 
factors in buyers’ decision making. 

The all-new Ford Ka+ is a five-door hatchback 
based on Ford’s global small-car platform, and 
offers good space for five people despite its 
overall length of less than four metres. 

The Ka+ is deisgned to be high on practicality 
with 270 litres of luggage space - enough to 
accommodate two medium-size suitcases - plus 
60/40 split-folding rear seats, and 21 stowage 
locations for small items throughout the cabin. 
Ford is claiming class-leading front headroom of 
1,002mm, rear legroom of 896mm and rear hip 
space of 1,335mm. 

The interior delivers enough room for a two 


metre tall passenger to sit behind a two metre 
tall driver. 

Equipment in the new Ka+ is upmarket and 
includes the MyFord Dock in the centre of the 
instrument panel that enables occupants to 
store, mount and charge mobile devices such 
as phones and navigation systems. 

Large front door bins can each hold a 1.0-litre 
bottle, a 0.6-litre bottle and a small umbrella. 
Another feature is a hidden stowage bin within 
the end of the instrument panel which is only 
accessible when the driver’s door is open, 
allowing valuables to be hidden out of sight. 
Outwardly the new small Ford may not share 
many of the original Ka’s styling but it looks 


purposeful with a distinctive high-mounted 
trapezoidal grille with large, swept-back 
headlamps and all models offer a smart, 
integrated finish with chrome detailing for 
the front grille, together with body-coloured 
bumpers, door handles and door mirrors. 

A two-piece rear skirt with black insert adds 
character specifically for European models and 
also reduces replacement costs in the event of 
low-speed accident damage. 

The interior features a grained finish on the 
instrument panel and contemporary trim 
materials in a dark charcoal colour scheme. 
The Ka+ comes with a standard five-speed 
manual transmission and the tried and tested 
1.2-litre engine has improved fuel efficiency 
with the use of low-friction engine oil and 
regenerative charging, which saves fuel by 
maintaining efficient charge levels in the 
vehicle battery by capturing ‘free’ electrical 
energy when drivers coast or brake. 

There are two series options - Studio offered 
with a 70bhp engine and Zetec which will be 
offered with both 70bhp and 85bhp options. 
Both engines achieve C02 emissions of 
114g/km, with combined fuel consumption of 
56.5mpg. 

Studio and Zetec both come with standard 
safety equipment including six airbags, 
electronic stability control with hill start assist, 
and a tyre pressure monitoring system that can 
advise drivers with a warning light when a tyre 
is significantly under-inflated. 

All models feature a comprehensive standard 
specification including chrome front grille, 
front fog lamps with day running lights, power 
front windows, electrically operated door 
mirrors with side indicators, perimeter alarm 
with remote central locking, a speed limiter and 
Ford’s Easy Fuel system which is deisgned to 
prevent filling up from the wrong pump. 

S[ecial edition Ka+ Zetec Black and White 
versions will also be available to order later 
this year. 

The Ka+ Zetec Black and White editions 
contrast either a black body colour with white 
roof and door-mirrors, or a white body with 
black roof and door-mirrors. 

Both versions feature black 15-inch alloy 
wheels and are offered exclusively with the 
85ps 1.2-litre Duratec engine

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Ford Edge 180

FORD expect to really cut it with the Edge. 

SUV sales are soaring and it’s the must-be sector for 
every car manufacturer so Ford has topped its range 
of “active” models up to now led by the Kuga with a 
completely new range of larger cars. 

There are 11 Edge models on sale in four trim levels 
using 180 or 21 Ops turbo-diesel engines, with a choice of 
manual or dual-clutch automatic transmissions and priced 
between £30,000 and £40,250. 

Most popular is the 180 Sport version we tried, which 
is the mid-range of the model line-up. 

The Edge is well-equipped as standard, offering 
Ford intelligent all-wheel drive, Active Noise Control, 
pedestrian detection, Ford DAB Audio with SYNC 
connectivity, privacy glass and 19-inch alloy wheels. 
The 180ps four-cylinder engine yields 400Nm of 
torque at 2,000rpm but it’s not particularly brisk from 
rest although it has a good spread of power for the 
intermediate ratios when overtaking. 

It also cruises very easily and economically on main 
roads and motorways when it will return just over 
40mpg. 

In the upper two ratios it’s not particularly flexible and 
when you are driving across country you might see 
the consumption rise to 34mpg, particularly if you 
have a lot of people aboard. 

Within its mid-range performance envelope, the 180 
Edge is composed and quiet, fairly economical, and 
smooth. Sometimes I wished it was more powerful. 
Only at the highest revs in the lower ratios does the 
engine sound busy and a few passengers commented 
on how quiet it was for a diesel in general use. 

The clutch pedal had a good light and progressive 
take up while the six-speed gearbox was also slick 
and silent, and the adaptive steering was always well 
weighted for town or open roads. 

Under braking it hauled down speed without drama 
and a good degree of feedback and the automatic 
electric parking brake securely held it on our regular 
test slope. 

The usual stalks for headlights and wipers/wash were 
well placed and vision was clear in any conditions, 
helped by wide angle reversing and front cameras and 
a well priced £150 parking assist system. 


Edge has a high waistline and tail so you have 
blindspots but the cameras, sensors and big mirrors 
help when manoeuvering, but you still need to exercise 
care. 

Inside, the car had a £2,000 optional Lux Pack including 
heated and cooled powered front seats and they were 
very comfortable with a lot of adjustment range; as well 
as a big powered sunroof. 

For the driver, an adjustable column helped get the right 
position and there was a clear view to the front and 
sides with slim front pillars to the windscreen. 

I would have preferred less congested twin instruments 
directly infront of me, or larger instruments, because the 
amount of information they displayed was tremendous. 
Heating and ventilation was very good throughout with 
straightforward controls, good output and directional 
settings and temperature selection. Oddments space was 
particularly good for a family car. 

Many SUVs have a bias towards a hard ride and while 
Edge has sports springing and damping it actually felt 
very compliant and comfortable over all but the worst 
surfaces we encountered. You could hear the system 
working but it rarely made you feel it. 

Handling was good, led by that steering system with a 
big footprint from the tyres, and it had no real vices with 
the 180ps output underfoot. 

It took five in comfort and with room to spare while the 
boot floor was high and not particularly deep it was 
long and wide. It also came with a spare tyre rather than 
a questionable inflation kit. 

Of all the new SUVs on the market, the Ford Edge is 
among the best and its interior trim and outward styling 
catches the eyes. 

We were asked on a few occasions what model it was 
and for a car to stand out these days it has to have 
an edge on its competitors. As the name suggests, the 
Edge does.

SSANGYONG has announced the launch of a Musso 
one-tonne pick-up which is powered by a new 2.2-litre 
turbo-diesel engine. The Musso four-wheel-drive has 
the towing capability to haul up to three tonnes yet can 
also double as a family car and and can be used for 
towing a boat trailer or horse box. It goes on sale in the 
UK this month and the newly developed turbo-diesel 
engine meets the latest Euro 6 emission standards with 
maximum power of 178bhp. There are two models in 
the range. The SE includes a new-look front grille and 
dashboard, as well as silver finish 18-inch alloy wheels 
and hard wearing leather-look seat upholstery. It is 
priced from £15,995 excluding VAT. The EX version 
has black 18-inch alloy wheels, roof rails, front LED 
daytime running lights, leather with heated front 
seats, power operated driver’s seat, automatic air 
conditioning, automatic headlights, rain sensing 
wipers, a seven-inch touchscreen incorporating an 
RDS radio, iPod and Bluetooth connectivity.

SUBTLE changes are being made to the SEAT Leon bringing the car up to date for 2017. Sharper styling is being introduced 
front and back and some extra technology is coming on board. 

There’s also a new upmarket XCELLENCE trim and two new engines are joining the line up. The new model will be on the 
road early next February and prices are still to be announced. 

SEAT will also be releasing a hot new Leon Cupra range in the first few months of 2017. The Leon XCELLENCE will sit at 
the top of the five model range and includes leather and alcantara upholstery as an option as well as chrome body highlights, 
LED interior lighting and keyless operation. Across the range the style of the car has been tweaked with sharper lines, a 
wider grille and new look light clusters front and rear. Two new engines - a 1.0-litre three cylinder turbo petrol and a 1.6-litre 
diesel - are being added to the range. Both have power outputs of 115ps. Extra equipment includes a semi-autonomous drive 
system that controls the car in slow moving traffic, road sign recognition, blind spot monitors and a software upgrade which 
allows voice and gesture control for the onboard systems. A wireless phone charger is also being fitted to the new models. The 
changes are being made to all three models in the Leon range - the hatch, coupe and the estate - which are currently priced

The new Musso truck is fitted with multi-link rear 
suspension and progressive rear coil springs - the only 
pick-up at this price to offer such a system. The loadbed 
of 2.04 square metres can carry a Euro standard pallet. 
Paul Williams, chief executive of SsangYong Motor 
UK, said: “Our commercial vehicles represent an 
intrinsic part of the SsangYong range and we decided 
to reintroduce the Musso name to differentiate this 
superb utility truck from our passenger cars. “Musso - 
which means rhinoceros in Korean - is a tough, robust 
proposition for any trade, and with a specification, 
price and warranty no others can compete with. 



BMW has almost completed the development of the first MINI 
plug-in hybrid model. It features a petrol combustion engine 
and an electric motor enabling purely electric propulsion 
for zero emission motoring. The MINI plug-in hybrid, or 
PHEV, comes with a high-voltage battery under the rear seats 
providing power for long-lasting electric driving. 

An AUTO eDRIVE standard mode permits speeds of up to 
50 mph, while in MAX eDRIVE mode speeds of up to 78 
mph are possible. This means that entirely electric driving is 
possible at speeds well beyond city traffic pace. The charging 


socket for the battery is integrated in the left side scuttle. 
Everything looks familiar in the cockpit with the exception 
of the start/stop button in the centre of the dashboard 
glows yellow instead of red. Press the button to start the 
car and the vehicle remains silent as the hybrid model 
always starts in electric mode. 

The rev counter in the instrument cluster on the steering 
column has been replaced with a power display. When the 
combustion engine starts varies depending upon on the 
vehicle’s speed and the intensity with which the driver 
operate the accelerator pedal. A special feature of the 
hybrid MINI is that it is basically a four-wheel-drive car. 
The electric motor transmits its power to the rear wheels, 
the combustion engine to the front wheels. Head of MINI 
brand management Sebastian Mackensen said: “With this 
model we want to convince MINI customers of the benefits 
of hybrid drive and impress everyone who already has 
hybrid driving experience with MINI’S unique go-kart 
driving feel. “The key to achieving this lies in intelligent 
energy management which is used to control how the 
combustion engine and electric motor operate together. 
For this reason, the first MINI plug-in hybrid model is not 
solely focused on efficiency, but in pursuit of driving fun.” 
Trials of the new model are continuing before BMW takes 
any decision of putting the MINI PHEV into production §

CHINESE car maker Geely is to launch a new 
premium SUV on the global market next year 
which has been designed and engineered by 
Volvo which the company also owns. Called the 
Lynk & Co 01 it will be the first of several new 
models the Chinese giant will roll out in the next 
few years. The 01 has been designed by Brit Peter 
Horbury in Sweden with support from studios in 
Shanghai, Barcelona and Los Angeles. It is due 
go on sale in China next year with sales in the UK 
expected towards the end of 2018. The Lynk & Co 
01 will be powered by Volvo engines including a 
1.5-litre three-cylinder petrol unit, a hybrid and an 
all-electric model. There will be a choice of seven- 
speed auto or manual gearboxes plus front or all¬ 
wheel drive. The new brand will be marketed on 
a different basis than normal. Lynk & Co cars will 
be sold online or in owned stores in strategic retail 
locations, with fixed prices. Cars will be delivered, 
and picked up for service directly at the door of the 
owner. New solutions for car usage and access will 
be offered - from traditional ownership, leasing or 
sharing between small groups. 

The new SUV will be kitted out with high-tech 
gear including a 10-inch central touchscreen 
and telematics systems that are connected to 
the Internet 24-7. Appple CarPlay and MirrorLink 
connectivity is supported and well as Android 
Auto. It can also be controlled by smartphone via 
a Lynk & Co app. All Lynk & Co models, as with 
Volvos, have been developed to meet the latest top 
rating safety ratings and as well as all its passive 
safety features the 01 will feature forward collision 
warning and autonomous emergency braking, 
pedestrian detection, adaptive cruise control, blind 
spot detection and lane departure warning. Geely 
says it is aiming for around 500,000 worldwide 
sales of Lynk & Co models over the next five years.

VAN drivers think they are 
being made a scapegoat for 
poor driving on Britain’s roads, 
according to a new study by 
TomTom Telematics. The sat 
nav and vehicle data company 
surveyed 100 LCV drivers and 
found that less than one in ten 
hand been involved in a road 
accident in the past 12 months. 
The findings challenge earlier 
research by TomTom in which 
van drivers finished bottom of 
the list when it came to which 
road users are considered the 
safest or most careful. Jeremy 
Gould, European vice president 
for TomTom Telematics sales, 
said: “The traditional ‘white van 
man’ stereotype may no longer 
be a fair one with a great deal 
having been achieved over 


recent years to help raise 
driving standards among LCV 
operators.” 

He said that developments 
in vehicle telematics, which 
allow fleet managers to 
monitor vehicles on the road, 
had resulted in significant 
improvements in driving 
standards. According to the 
research, truck drivers were 
considered the safest road 
users, with a third of van 
drivers (33 per cent) voting 
them top. Thirty-three per cent 
meanwhile considered cyclists 
to be the least safe. More than 
half (59 per cent) believed in¬ 
cab technology that provides 
audible and visual alerts 
offer the best approach to 
improving driving standards, 


followed closely by 49 per cent 
that voted for driver training 
courses. Of the drivers who 
took part in the survey more 
than half (54 per cent) said 
they had driving performance 
monitored by their employer 
and more than a third (34 per 
cent) received driver training. 
Mark Cartwright, head of 
vans at the Freight Transport 
Association, said: “Van drivers 
are often unfairly maligned 
and, in some quarters, continue 
to shoulder an undeserved 
reputation. “Initiatives such 
as the FTA Van Excellence 
scheme have been embraced 
by the industry, demonstrating 
its commitment to improving 
standards and increasing best 
practice awareness.” 


CLASSICS ATTRACT FEMALE FANS

MORE and more women are getting 
hooked on classic cars and Birmingham 
is the UK hotspot for female enthusiasts. 
A poll by classic car insurance specialists 
Footman James has revealed than one 
in four women would consider buying a 
classic. And Birmingham is the top place for 
female classic owners ahead of Tonbridge 
in Kent, Bristol, Sheffield and Brighton. 

The research, which polled over 2,000 
adults, revealed 26 per cent of women 
would now consider buying a classic 
car - showing the classic car club is 
no longer reserved for the stereotypical 
middle-aged man. Footman James’ data 
also revealed that over the past two 
years, the number of female classic car 
owners has risen by 40 per cent, with 


female customers expected to account 
for 11 per cent by the end of 2016. 

The average age of a female owner has 
fallen consistently over the last few years, 
now standing at 52 years old. According to 
the study, the top classic car makes owned 
by women were Morris, Volkswagen, MG, 
Mazda and Land Rover Footman James’ 
research also found that on average men 
spend more each year maintaining their 
classic spending £1,700 compared to 
the £1,500 forked out by female buyers. 
Footman James spokesman Liam Lloyd 
said: “Nowadays the classic car market is no 
longer an old boys club, with female owners 
proving their savviness when it comes to 
picking the top performing models.”

Rob Page’s Northampton gave a 
performance to write home about 
as they tamed Shrewsbury Town in 
an awesome foursome showing. 

Town responded brilliantly to the 
poor Peterborough derby defeat by 
crushing the then managerless 
Shrews at the New Meadow via a 
brace from Paul Anderson along 
with individual strikes from 
Gabriel Zakuani and Sam Hoskins.

to prod home first time. 

Town stuck to their time hon¬ 
oured tradition of not making life 
easy for themselves with Zakuani 
bringing down ex-Cobbler Ivan 
Toney for a Shrews penalty barely 
five minutes later. Referee Trevor 
Kettle whistled for the spot kick 
and Toney sent a calm right-footed 
strike past Adam Smith. 

Shooting is the one area that the 
diminutive Hoskins can improve 
on, so it was satisfying for the Shoe 
Army faithful to see him dispatch 
on the drop from 16 yards.

Northampton Town manager Rob 
Page has praised the recent perfor¬ 
mances of attacker Sam Hoskins, 
after he played a starring role in 
last Saturday’s 4-2 victory at 
Shrewsbury Town. 

Hoskins marked his performance 
with a superb volley for the Cobblers’ 
third goal in Shropshire, which got 
the 23-year-old off the mark for the 
campaign. 

This followed his superb efforts in 
the 3-0 defeat at Peterborough the 
previous Tuesday, when he was the 
only bright spot in that was a thor¬ 
oughly disappointing first Nene 
Derby for seven years. 

Hoskins’ form is fast making him 
one of the first names on Page’s 
team sheet, after having to work 
hard to play himself into contention 
this term and rarely being first 
choice under Chris Wilder in the 
second half of last season. 

Page said: “Sam has come into his 


own - we’ve found a position for 
him, just playing off Revs [Alex 
Revell] as an attacking midfielder 
and when he plays in the middle of 
the park he gets a lot of the ball. 

“When we play him wide, at times 
he drifts in and out of the game, so 
to get him in the middle of the park, 
to get him on the ball has definitely 
been a turning point for us with how 
we go about our attacking play and 
he was a big influence on that on 
Saturday.” 

When asked about whether 
Hoskins has had a point to prove, 
Page said: “Like I’ve said to the play¬ 
ers; when you’ve got the jersey, 
you’re in control of that. I can’t leave 
him out with his performances at 
the minute, so there’s only one per¬ 
son who make my mind up about 
that and that’s Sam and that goes for 
any player. While he’s playing well 
and scoring goals, he’ll play.” 

As a team, Northampton produced 
an impressive reaction to their 
slump against Peterborough at 
Shrewsbury, and could have come 
away with more than the four goals 
they chalked up against League 
One’s bottom club. 


The recent frailties in defending 
set-pieces were not evident, 
although there was some disap¬ 
pointment in conceding two penal¬ 
ties, with the second coming as a 
result of a rash challenge by Jak 
McCourt deep into stoppage time. 

Page said: “It has put a bit of a 
dampener on the performance, but 
to score four - could have scored a 
couple more as well - I’m pleased 
with the performance, pleased with 
the reaction after the disappoint¬ 
ment on Tuesday. 

“There are far too many positives 
to dwell on the negatives. We’ll 
address the negatives, which are the 
two penalties, it’s more about ill- 
discipline, really, and decision mak¬ 
ing in vital areas. 

“Jak’s been outstanding, he’s get¬ 
ting better game by game and I 
thought he was outstanding on 
Saturday. 

“A big part of his game is he wants 
to impress, he wants to please and 
sometimes he’s got to realise that 
not making the tackle is more ben¬ 
eficial to the team and himself than 
going into the tackle and asking the 
referee to make a decision.” 


■ Zander Diamond is happy 
with how his season has panned 
out so far, after becoming first 
choice centre back under Rob Page 
at Northampton Town, despite the 
competition for his position. 

He has mainly been partnered by 
Gabriel Zakuani, with Lewin 
Nyatanga stepping in when 
required and he has insisted he is 
remaining on his toes to ensure his 
good form continues.

Duckett’s Test debut ends in victory

Ben Duckett became the 24th 
Northamptonshire player to appear 
in a Test match for England, when 
he made his debut against 
Bangladesh in Chittagong on last 
week. 

The 22-year-old was picked to 
partner captain Alastair Cook as 
opener, ahead of Lancashire’s 
Haseeb Hameed, after impressing 
in England’s ODI series victory over 
the Tigers earlier in the month. 


Duckett is on his first senior tour 
with the national side after an 
exceptional season that saw him 
amass over 2,000 runs for Northants 
across all formats, including 1,338 
in the County Championship. 

In what turned out to be a thrilling 
First Test of the two-match series, 
Duckett emerged on the winning 
side after England secured a tense 
22-run victory in the early hours of 
Monday morning. 

However, it didn’t exactly go his 
way with the bat on what was a dif¬ 


ficult wicket that turned virtually 
from the first ball, as he was bowled 
on 14 by his fellow debutant, 

18-year-old spinner Mehedi Hasan, 
in the tourists’ first innings, where 
they were bowled out for 293. 

By the time Duckett batted again, 
England had earned a 45-run first 
innings lead, but he couldn’t add to 
that a great deal, as he was dis¬ 
missed on 15 by gloving Shakib A1 
Hasan to short leg. 

England slumped to 62-5 before 
being bailed out by Ben Stokes’ 85 
as Bangladesh were set a target of 
284, which they threatened to chase 
down, only to fall agonisingly short 
in the morning of the final day.

After skippering England to a Six 
Nations Grand Slam and a series 
whitewash of Australia, Hartley will 
again lead his country for the four- 
match series, in which they’ll wel¬ 
come South Africa to Twickenham 
on November 12 before going on to 
play Fiji, Argentina and Australia. 

Lawes appears likely to play a big 
part in the second row as Saracens 
pair George Kruis and Maro Itoje are 
also missing because of injury and 
he looks set to partner Wasps’ foe 
Launchbury.

Saints must get out of ‘lose, 
react’ habit says prop Waller

Ethan Waller wants Northampton 
Saints to break the cycle of having to 
produce a reaction to a damaging 
defeat, as they continue to search for 
consistency this season. 

Northampton’s last two away games 
have brought up the most disappoint¬ 
ing results and performances of the 
campaign so far, with both of these 
coming just when it felt as if the team 
had turned a corner. 

Friday night’s match against 
Gloucester at Franklin’s Gardens is 
their first in the Premiership since 
they slumped to a 20-9 defeat at 
Harlequins almost three weeks ago. 

Saints reacted to this by defeating 
Montpellier 16-14 in their Champions 
Cup opener, but they’re heading into 
their next game off the back of a 41-7 
thrashing at Castres, which has left 
them owing their fans a performance. 

Waller said: “We’re a proud team and 
we’ve got a lot of pride in what we do, 
but I think we’ve got to start getting to 
a point now, where it’s not just a case of 
‘lose, react, lose, react, lose, react.’ 

“It’s about that reaction, we’ve got to 
keep that standard of ourselves pretty 
high and start building a bit of form 
and a bit of momentum. 

“We’ve got this game then a couple of 
Anglo-Welsh games and we can use 
those as a springboard to really boost 
our season back up.” 

Waller is able to play a full part in the 
first team again after having to play 
catch-up in terms of building up his 


fitness this season. 

The 24-year-old loosehead spent 
most of the summer recovering from a 
toe injury that afflicted him during 
the last campaign, but is now back 
competing with older brother Alex and 
Campese Ma’afu for the No. 1 jersey. 

When asked how his injury hap¬ 
pened, Waller said: “I basically had a 
‘turf toe’ to a massive extent and I’d 
grown a load of excess bone in my foot. 

“My toe wouldn’t actually move, 
which, as you can imagine, for scrum¬ 
maging is quite frustrating and pain¬ 
ful so I’d been playing through last 
season in a fair bit of pain. 

“At the end of the year I had an opera¬ 
tion and got it all cleaned out, so it’s all 
good now. Coming back from that was 
a pretty steady process and I managed 
to get back to full fitness by the Cornish 
Pirates game. But two games into pre¬ 
season I was always going to be bat¬ 
tling to play in the first game. I’m feel¬ 
ing good now and I feel like I’m hitting 
a bit of stride, so I’m happy.” 

Waller has made two appearances 
from the bench since returning to the 
first team fold and he recognises the 
two upcoming Anglo-Welsh Cup 
games next month represent a real 
chance for him to stake his claim. 

“We’ve always said the Anglo-Welsh 
competitions are a big opportunity to 
step up, probably more so this year 
than ever because we haven’t neces¬ 
sarily been playing the way we could 
be,” he said. 

“We’ve got a lot of good players who 
aren’t necessarily playing first-team 
rugby and when they get that opportu¬ 
nity, you see the likes of Rory 
Hutchinson have been grasping it.”
